Well down, with four 
or five nominations each, came 
Beria, head of the secret police; 
Voroshilov, the famed general; 
Mikoyang Commissar of Trade; 
and Bulganin, also a general of 
note. 

Following them came the re- 
mainder of the Politburo; each 
with one or two nominations; 
in this order: Kaganovitch, who 
built the subways and runs the 
railroads; Andreyev, former sec- 
retary of the party; Kosygin, 
functionary; Shvernik, also an old 
party hack; Suslov and Shkiria-

Molotov, of course, is well 
known and, as far as America is 
' concerned, painfully so. He has 
followed Stalin since 1913. He 
Was regarded by Lenin as “slow 
and dull,” though a hard worker, 
and there is on record a remark 
by Lenin to Stalin, at the time 
Stalin brought Molotov forward 


as a secretary, “You have chosen | 


the best file clerk in Moscow.” 
But, as time showed, he was more 
than that. He was one on whom 
Stalin leaned heaviest in the 


struggle for pcwer with Trotsky. | 


In my files I find much infor- 
mation on Malenkov, yet none of 
it fully explains him. He is not 
one of the “old bolsheviks.” He 
was born in the upper middle 
class. He came along when the 
revolution was won and Stalin 
was struggling to create a nation 
he could hold. This, of course, 
made necessary many _ sharp 
breaks with the _ doctrine 
Lenin. : 

While the old bolsheviks 
squirm and go through mental 
trapeze flights to justify such de- 
partures, Malenkov is on record 
in officially-sanctioned speeches 
(there are no other kinds) as 
saying the ends justify 
means. In a speech widely pub- 
lished in 1946 he said, 
greatest men of the past could 
not foresee everything; and we 
who follow Marxist teaching 
must study our contemporary 
experience... the war has 
forged new people capable of 
getting on with the job... keep 
out of the rut and stop living by 
the old formula...”

Emergency Gas Tax Extension 


Also Asked of Legislature

Gov. Talmadge submitted Monday a record-smashing 
$175,000,000 budget which might run millions more but 
warned that the expected sales tax yield will fall short in 


its first year. 

Talmadge handed his Sudget to 
the Legislature along with a re- 
quest that the one-cent per gallon 
emergency tax hike on gasoline 
be continued past its June expira- 
tion date to finance a new pro- 
gram to aid permanently disabled 
persons. 

The whopping budget would go 
largely for ‘increased aid to 
schools, health, welfare and high- 
ways. To provide the money, Tal- 
madge has asked for a $75,000,000 
tax hike through a three percent 
sales levy and higher income 
taxes. 

Talmadge said the appropria- 
tions bill would be split into two 
sections, the first, to take effect 
July 1, calls for the spending of 
* $145,120,923 the first year. A con- 
tingent section of $40,931,120 
would become operative as the ad- 
ditional money rolls in. 

The Governor made it plain he 
fs shooting for an annual budget 
of $175,000,000. But he said the 
overall appropriations bill calls for 
the spending of $186,000,000 in 
the event State income runs higher 
than expected. 

Talmadge’s recommendations, 
which smash al] State records, 
would push the budget almost $50,- 
000,000 above the present $130,- 
000,000. The budget bill would be- 
come effective July 1, to cover 
two fiscal years. 

In 1949, Talmadge asked for a 
regular budget of $108,000,000 and 
a contingent budget of $42,000,000. 
Revenue failed to meet the ulti- 
mate goal. 

Talmadge delivered his 3,700- 
word budget message as the Legis- 
Jature began its second week of 
deliberations. 

Talmadge said the $145,000,000 
estimated to operate the govern- 
ment during the next fiscal year 
is the amount “we believe to be 
within the income that will be 
realized in the first full year of 
operations of the sales and income 
tax.” 

The sales tax, scheduled to take 
effect March 1, will eventually 
produce around $75,000,000 and 
the administration’s income tax 
bill will bring in an additional 
$5,000,000. The sales tax will pro- 
duce about $45,000,000 the first 
year, Talmadge said. 

However, he pointed out that 
the $20,000,000 emergency tax 
hikes voted in 1949 on gasoline, 
beer, wine, cigarettes and cor- 
porate incomes die automatically 
in June. 

Here is how the major activities 
of the State government would 
share under Talmadge’s proposed 
budget: 

All educational agencies—$83,-

A year and a half ago the Legislature 
enacted several “emergency” taxes, includ- 
ing an additional cent-a-gallon levy on 
gasoline. 

Repeatedly, the people of Georgia have 
been promised that these taxes would be 
allowed to expire June 30 of this year, 
at which time the proposed three percent 
general sales tax is scheduled to go into 
effect. 

Yesterday, in a surprise reversal of 
policy as well as in direct repudiation of 
his last week’s contention that all gas 
taxes should be allocated to highways, 
Gov. Talmadge suggested that the one- 
cent-a-gallon “emergency” tax be left on 
gasoline with the revenue earmarked to 
finance a new relief program for the 
_State’s totally and permanently disabled. 

While we refuse to go along with those 
of his critics who are labeling the welfare 
aspect a political maneuver to soften the 
continuation of the gas tax increase, we do 
guestion the wisdom of the Governor's 


suggestion, especially since it reportedly | 


was the idea of one who has aspirations 
for becoming Talmadge’s Goebbels, wheth- 
er the Governor wants one or not. 

We want to make it clear we do not 
object to providing assistance for the to- 
tally and permanently disabled persons, 
as the Governor suggests. They are piti- 
ful and heart-rending reminders of the 
need. 

But is an additional welfare appropria- 
tion necessary to accomplish this end? In 
Georgia hundreds of persons are drawing 
old-age assistance whose children are am- 
ply able to support them. A great num-. 

er of dependent children are carried on 

the rolls whose fathers have left the 
mother and her young without means of 
support. 

The General Assembly can eliminate 
the need for much of this help by passage 
of two bills. One would make sons and 
daughters of aged people legally liable for 
their support. Another would be the so- 
called Fugitive Father’s Act, which would 
provide for collecting support for depend- 
ent children from runaway fathers wher- 
ever they hold jobs. Bringing them back 
to be imprisoned, as is done now, serves 
no purpose except to deprive the family of 
whatever prospective support it once had. 

There is another matter the General As- 
sembly ought to look into. It is the politi- 
eal dispensation of relief in manv coun-

A Victory 
For Morality 


It was a good day for law and order in 
Georgia yesterday when the House, by a 
vote of 149 to 1, passed a bill unmasking 
the Ku Klux Klan and making it illegal 
to burn crosses on private property. 


It probably was the most stringent anti- 
masking bill ever offered in the State. 
That it was drawn and unreservedly sup- 
ported by the Talmadge Administration 
is a tribute to the Governor and to his 
leaders in the House. The bill was drafted 
by House Speaker Fred Hand and Floor 
Leader Frank Twitty. It included, but 
went beyond, the measure offered last 
week by Opposition Leader John Greer. 

Rep. Twitty admitted the bill intro- 
duced by Administration supporters last 
week, which merely would have provided 
for licensing of mask-wearing, was hast- 
ily drawn and failed to meet the need or 
conform to the wishes of the people. Yes- 
terday’s bill was offered as a substitute. 
That was a courageous thing to do. 

If the Senate concurs, and there is hope 
it will, mask-wearing in Georgia by per- 
sons over 16 years of age will be confined 
to gas masks in time of emergency, occu- 
pational masks.and masks for Halloween 
and like celebrations.

ties where the Welfare Director is under 
the thumb of county commissioners. State 
Welfare Director Alan Kemper has asked 
a bill giving him power to transfer county 
directors periodically to eliminate this 
situation. 


The General Assembly ought also to 
make stepfathers legally responsible for 
support of stepchildren. Welfare authori- 
ties ought to be allowed to place a lien on 
the property of relief recipients after their 
death. 


In these days of plentiful jobs and the 
greatest prosperity and the highest income 
the nation ever has known, Georgia’s relief 
rolls continue to climb. They are the sec- 
ond highest in the nation, eclipsed only by 
Louisiana. The gain has been steady ever 
since the war. New relief clients are 
being added at a high rate. In the last 
monthly report, more than 500 had been 
added since the previous month’s report. 

Relief costs in Georgia now are run- 
ning at the rate of nearly $40,000,000 a 
year. They will be nearer $50,000,000 
under the budget proposed by the Gover- 
nor yesterday, not including his request 
for. earmarking part of gasoline taxes for 
that purpose. This was not a part of the 
proposed. budget, but was merely a sug- 
gestion by the Governor. 

Georgians who are deluded by the fact 
that the Federal Government supplies 
most of the relief funds ought to be re- 
minded that they pay- Federal taxes, too. 
The Federal Government has no source 
of funds except from businesses and indi- 
viduals in the various States, Georgia 
included. 

It is a puzzling fact that while the Gov- 
ernor of Georgia is seeking to increase the 
relief cost—even greater than the huge in- 
crease already evident—the General As- 
sembly of Tennessee is trying to find ways 
and means of reducing relief costs. The 
Tennessee Legislature also has before it a 
law requiring children to support their 
aged parents. 

In recent years the State and Fed- 
eral Governments properly have assumed 
the burden of providing for those who can- 
not help themselves. But assistance can- 
not be extended universally if Government 
is to remain solvent. 

Georgia can provide the funds to aid 
the totally disabled if the General Assem- 
bly can find the courage to stop present 
abuse of relief. 
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private also. will 


the law. 

It is worth noting that Rep. Alex Boone, 
of Wilkerson County, a perennial defender 
of the Klan, was the only dissenter in yes- 
terday’s action. 

We congratulate the Administration and 
especially Speaker Hand and Floor Leader 
Twitty. This officially places Georgia on 
the right side of a moral question.

President Truman and Governor Talmadge 
yesterday submitted their annual budget mes- 
sages, covering Federal and State expenditures 
of $71,594,000,000 and $185,000,000, respectively. 


Anybody got change for a quarter?

The Democrats 


Close Ranks 


W ASHINGTON—Quite a bit is being written 
by various news commentators on President Tru- 
man and the Southern bloc in Congress which, 

because of the reduced majorities the Democrats suffered in the 
last election, will be all the more a controlling factor in any legis- 
lative program submitted by the Administration in the new session. 

In the Senate, particularly, the Southerners will wield the 
dominant influence. That is true not only because they hold most 
of the important committee chairmanships, but also because the 
two-man numerical majority the Administration holds in the cham- 
ber cannot be sustained without the Southern contingent putting 
up almost a solid front of support. The deviation of a mere hand- 
ful of Democrats would be enough to upset the President on any 
issue which the Republicans saw fit to oppose. 

Another factor which some of the commentators have sought 
to make much of was the election as Majority Leader of Sen. 
Ernest W. McFarland of Arizona, who received the overwhelming 
support of Southern Democrats. It is claimed that his selection to 
succeed Sen. Scott Lucas of Illinois, who was defeated for re-elec- 
tion, was conceived and executed by the Southerners, as part of a 
design to head off the President’s controversial ‘civil rights pro- 
gram. All of which is probably true, though without any more 
mischievous intent than that involved in the civil rights issue. 
No Slap Sen. McFarland had, of course, sided with the South- 

ern Democrats in the fight over the FEPC bill, but 
the other side of the picture is that he had a record of supporting 
93 per cent of the Administration program. Hence his election 
could not by any means have been regarded as a slap at the 
White House. 

Nor is there any material difference in the situation in the 
Lower House. There the Democrats have a comfortable numeri- 
cal majority of 35 members, but here also it is capable of being 
upset at any time by the defection of a handful of Southerners. 
The power of the Southern bloc was well demonstrated on the 
opening day of the new session, in fact, when by joining up with 
the Republicans they overwhelmingly defeated the more liberal 
rules of the House adopted by the last Congress. 

Some significance is to be attached to this increased power 
of the Southern group, naturally, but not to the extent that many 
of the political analysts visualize. Much of the same conditions 
applied in the last Congress. The Administration, while com- 
manding much larger majorities, was never able to control the 
situation on the more controversial issues. For example, little 
of the basic parts of the Fair Deal program was adopted—pro- 
posals like the Brannan Plan, the health insurance plan and civil 
rights. By teaming up with the Republicans the Southern Demo- 
crats were able to either prevent such measures from being enacted 
or take the teeth out of those that were passed by one or the other 
of the two houses—the House FEPC bill being an example of 
the latter. 


More With Less The difference in the position. occupied 
by the Southern Democrats in the pres- 


ent Congress as contrasted with the last, therefore, will be only a 
matter of degree. It will merely take fewer of them to form an 
effective coalition with the Republicans on matters not to their 
liking. 

This will probably have a greater influence on the conservative 
side of things, since the Southerners are traditionally more con- 
servative than the Eastern and Western wing of the party.. It 
undoubtedly had an influence on the President’s temperate treat- 
ment of controversial phases of his Fair Deal program in the State 
of the Union message he presented to Congress last week. Except 
in vague terms he failed to refer to his civil rights program, and 
he did not seem to go all out, as he has in the past, on such things 
as health insurance. 

From one standpoint, it is possible to argue that the President 
was guided by the necessities of the situation and purposely 
refrained from including too much controversial material in his 
message, making this sort of a gesture to the Southern Democrats 
to better command their support. 


: Equal weight can be given to another argu- 
Another View ment, however, that he was prompted to do 
what he did out of recognition of the acute rearmament program 
on which we are launched. At a time when national unity is the 
need of the hour little traffic should be given to those domestic 
issues which stir up strife and dissension among the people. Mr. 
Truman cannot well achieve national unity without first gaining 
some solidarity in his own party. He appears to be moving in 
this direction. 

In the meantime, the net result of what he has done so far 
has been to close ranks in his own party. The Democrats give 
evidence at the moment of putting up far more of a solid front in 
Congress than at any time in the recent past.

A Withdrawal for Regrouping 


W ASHINGTON—In politics there is rarely the firm “yes” and “no,” the irrevo- 


eable “for” or “against,” the sharp “black” or 


“white.” There is, instead, some- 


thing between “yes” and “no” and “for” and “against,” and a compromising gray. 
This is by way of attempting to assess some confusing contradictions of the last 


few days. 


President Truman, for example, is said to have effected a truce, if not 


actually to have surrendered, to the antisocial welfare, anticivil rights South- 


erners in his party because he wrote a “Dear Harry” letter to Sen. Byrd of Virginia. 


He has aban- 


doned the “Fair Deal,” it is said further, because he gave it only a general restatement of broad 


principles : 
of measures 
hitherto. 

To all of this the President felt constrained 
to speak up in a formal] statement to the effect 
that defense necessarily must come first now, but 
that he is not abandoning the Fair Deal and is 
standing by the Democratic platform. He was 
asked if this included civil rights. Certainly, he 
replied. 


for which he‘ kas been famous 


No, he isn’t giving up the Fair Deal per- 
manently. But he is executing what we have 
become familiar with, in military jargon, as 
a “planned withdrawal” for a “regrouping” 
of his forces. That is dictated by practi- 
eality. 


His adopted strategy is to avoid provoking 
his Southern contingents to the point where they 
would be driven into a coalition with Republi- 
cans, which is what always happens in Fair 
Deal sorties. Rather, his aim is to form a coali- 
tion of his own on the now paramount issués 
of foreign policy and defense. On those issues 
Southern Democrats stand with him, and he also 
can draw to his support enough Republicans to 
constitute a workable majority in Congress. 

But, from time to time, you are sure also to 
see the President seizing whatever opening is 
offered to reiterate his Fair Deal objectives, or 
even to make an issue of them to keep them 
alive. 

This is for a very practical reason, just as 
his present withdrawal is dictated by practical 
considerations. 

The Democratic Party is a truly assorted mix- 
ture. To hold it together, the President must 
try to please al] of its various elements. Pow- 
erful among them, it is plain, are labor and 
minority groups keenly interested iin social wel- 
fare legislation and civil rights. He can’t let 
them down and it will become necessary to 
take the offensive for them now and again even 
at the risk of alienating the conservatives in his 
party, including Southerners in Congress. 

That will be a matter of timing, of striking

in his annual message and. other communications to Congress, instead of the specific list 


when his situation in Congress becomes less pre- 
carious. That c@uld be, for instance, after he 
gets the bulk of his defense and foreign policy 
measures through. 


This goes to party morale, and that will 
become vitally important in two years when we 
have another election. For neither he nor his 
party can surrender principles of economic and 
political progressivism, even in war time, and 
hold the confidence of the rank and file which 
is essential to success in elections. He is fully 
aware of that. 

Our people, like the Democratic Party, are 
likewise a diverse mixture. For the sake of 
national morale, since all are being asked to 
make sacrifices, the President must continue to 
be the President of all the peoplé, including the 
less favored economically and those who still 
are denied some of the rights of democracy. 
That is a requisite of effectual national leader- 
ship, especially in a crisis. 


In this national emergency there is an- 
other function Fair Deal in nature which is 
more important than fruitless forays—as 
they would be in behalf of social welfare 
reforms. This is to hold the defense line 
against counterforays by powerful economic 
interests which, because of our necessary 
reliance upon them, necessarily are influen- 
tial in the defense setup here and occupy 
a strategical position. 


There are always some who would seek to 
exploit such a situation, as we learned in World 
War II, most recently. 

In devious ways, not easily discernible, they 
operate in the mazes of war-type bureaucracy 
and through the complicated processes of legis- 
lation to get contract and tax favors at the ex- 
pense of smaller business and the average 
taxpayer. 

If President Truman can keep that sort of 
business down, the Fair Deal will have accom- 
plished something.

red. The idea is to pwt 250 baby chicks into this, 50 to the floor, and let nature 


and the Virginia Electric Power Company take their course. 


Each apartment for chicks carries its 


own heating plant and its individual thermostat so these small birds will feel like they are under 


their mother’s wing. Water 
chicken only gradually. So this mechanical hen 
comes equipped with a chick wand. (That’s 
avhat the book says, wand.) 

Well, sir, this turns out to be a stick. Seems 
that the chicks get weary of being too warm 
and they stroll out on their front porch. Here 
they get cool. 


So a human, meaning Mrs. O., has got to 
take that wand and shush them back inside 
until they catch on to where the fireplace is. 


This apparatus has got to be installed in a 
room where the air is fresh and the temperature 
is 65 degrees, day and night. So I have been 
laboring the last two weeks in a shed by the 
barn, installing a double floor, putting in plas- 
terboard walls’ and ceiling and insulating these 
with a material that feels like chopped-up 
mushrooms. . 

My bride says no coal-oil stove will leave 
the air breathable for her chickens. So she has 
placed in this building an automatic, electric 
steam radiator, which she fortunately was able 
to buy secondhand. 

The electricity in this boils the water, which 
- heats the iron radiator. On the end of this is 
a standard valve that whistles, as in an office 
building. Mrs. O. currently is testing. 

She has her thermometer ready and at in-

right for chickens; then she resets the knobs. 
The chicks she has on order. 


About half are for egg-laying purposes and,

They will remain in the fancy apartment 
for four weeks; then they will go into another 
room, less warm, for a few more weeks of 
scratching in the straw. By this time the eat- 
able ones should be broilers, Mrs. O. says, quot- 
ing from her book, that the eggs will take a 
little longer. 


I have been figuring with a pencil and 
over her protests that our eggs should cost 
us not more than $1.85 each for the first 
year, while a fried chicken during this same 
time should have charged against it around 
$7.50. 


MY bride says this is not fair. The labor 
being mine, is cheap, while the chickens, being 
cared for by science, should get fatter, quicker, 
and produce more eggs, bigger, than chickens 
ever have before. Barring bankruptcy and debt- 
or’s prison, I'll let you know in about six months 
how this works out.

This will include extra sums for

needed: extra sums for improvement of highways, some of which are in deplorable condition, and 
extra sums for welfare service, which we must Carry on. 


Who is to say that this service or that service 
is to be eliminated; or that this expansion or 
that expansion be postponed? 


Pity the poor legislator! Somewhere be- 
tween the pressing need of State services and 
the pressing need of supporting the Federal 
Government he must strike a compromise.

We cannot presume to advise them to stop at 
this point, or start at another.

The Making 
Of a Cardinal 


NEW YORK—Pope Pius XII will next make 
news by appointing a number of new cardinals, 
including perhaps two Americans. The College 

of Cardinals, fixed at 70 members in 1586 A. D. to correspond with 
the 70 elders of Moses, has been reduced in recent years to 52. 

Cardinals constitute a pope’s senate or council and on the death 
of a pontiff they meet to elect his successor. The word “cardinal” 
comes from the Latin “cardo,” which means hinge. They acquired 
the right to elect popes in 1179. Before that, the popes had been 
elected by lesser clergymen, members of the nobility and laymen. 
A cardinal may be excommunicated if he is in good health and does 
not at least attempt to reach Rome for a conclave that elects a pope. 

Cardinals must be of legitimate birth. No male relative of a 
living cardinal, to the first cousinship, may be made a cardinal. 
There have been many cardinals who were not priests. The last 
one, Cardinal Mertel, died in 1899, and the law now militates 
against such elections. Each cardinal] throughout the world receives 
title to one of the 75 ancient churches in Rome, and is expected to 
contribute to its upkeep. 

Cardinals’ rings feature sapphires. They wear their pontifical 
hats—red, broad-brimmed and with a low crown—only when ele- 
vated, The hat is placed at the foot of the Cardinal’s casket when 
he dies, and after the burial is suspended in his cathedral abote 
his tomb. 

The first of 12 American cardinals, John McCloskey, had trouble 
with his own parishioners as a young priest (on lower Sixth Ave- 
nue in New York City). They refused to pay his salary at first 
because they had not been consulted before his arrival at the 
church. When he received his red hat in 1875 the Pope’s repre- 
sentative at the ceremony was Archbishop James Roosevelt Bayley 
of Baltimore, a former Anglican minister and ancestor of FDR. 
Cardinal McCloskey’s timeless monument is St. Patrick’s Cathedral 
in New York City.

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Neither Fear Nor Defeatism 


Once in a while from Korea comes a letter from Gen. Ed Craig, who com- 


manded the First Provisional Marine Brigade when I was there. 


They are just 


friendly, chatty notes, telling how things are with the men I knew out there, 


and wishing me and my folks a good New Year. 


And the thing that always 


impresses me about these letters is the high courage and the confidence that Ed 


Craig expresses. 


He has led his men into battle where he knew that the chance 


of coming out without great losses was very slim, but never into his correspondence creeps an iota 
of criticism of the higher command, and never in his words is there a trace of fear or of defeatism. 
Of course, somebody may say that a general can afford to be confident— that his life is not in danger 


as are the lives of his riflemen. 
He sleeps back in the rear, in 
comfort and in safety, and all 
he’s got to do is order his men 
into battle and they go. 

Not Eddie Craig. He goes 
with them. He goes so close 
and stays so long that it is only 
a miracle that he is still alive 
today. He tucks himself up 
under the tail feathers of the 
advance and he follows them as 
they move forward. And they 
are hard for the enemy to see, 
for they are ducking and dodg- 
ing through ditches and woods. 


YOU SEE THEM rise to 
charge and then they are down, 
ducking, clinging to the earth, 
while the enemy rakes their 
area with machine-gun fire.

brave man can rally a regi- 
ment, while the sight of a 
scared commander hightailing 
it to the rear can panic a 
battalion. 


We have been fortunate in 
this war in that many of the 
commanders, including Gen.

He took a sip of coffee and 
the hand that held the cup 
wasn’t even shaking.

Welsh Rabbit Best 
Served Without Delay 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 


One of the finest dishes to serve anytime is Welsh rabbit. 
It is “rabbit” you know, even though the frequently used term 
“rarebit” may seem more suitable. There’s a legend to the effect 
that a Welsh chieftain ran out of rabbit when entertaining a 
horde of guests and served melted cheese instead, the guests not 


knowing the difference. 

A true rabbit is almost entire- 
ly cheese—sharp cheddar cheese 
melted with a little cream or 
beer and seasoned with dry mus- 
tard and worcestershire sauce. 
Like steak, it won’t wait for 
guests, but must be eaten as soon 
as prepared. If there is any 
chance of a delay, make a mock 
rabbit based on a cream sauce. 
It can be very cheesy and will 
taste wonderful even if it is an 
imitation of the real thing. 

Serve rabbit or mock rabbit 
on toast points and accompany it 
with a platter of relishes, in- 
cluding some chili sauce or pic- 
calilli, You can dispense with 
the relishes if you have a big 
tossed green salad. Use aged 
natural cheese or a pasteurized 
process cheddar for rabbit. The 
process cheese has the advan- 
tage of melting more easily. 


WELSH RABBIT 


Cut up cheese and melt in top 
of double boiler, adding liquid 
gradually. Stir constantly until 
smooth. Add seasonings, blend- 
ing well. Serve at once on toast 
points. Six servings. 

Here’s an easy mock rabbit, 
with mushroom soup used in 
place of white sauce. Cream of 
celery soup could be used in this 
way, too. Tomato rabbit is 
achieved similarly by melting 
the cheese in tomato soup.

Where All Members Co-operate

Mrs. Louie McClurkin is typical of many mothers who work 
to supplement the family income, and who have earned the co- 
operation of the entire family in their endeavor. 


Mother, father and the two 
children, David, 13, and Jennie 
Lou, 15, make the business of 
homemaking a family affair, in 
which each member has his al- 
lotted task and contributes his 
part to the good of the whole. 

While the head of the house 
cooks breakfast, carefully ca- 
tering to individual tastes, 
which require coffee, hot choc- 
olate and tea, other members 
of the household bathe and 
dress.

Becoming Chief 
Purse-Holders

Remember the old joke about | 
the woman who couldn't under- 
stand why the bank was broke 
because they had returned her | 
personal check marked “insuffi- 
cient funds”? | 

Well those days of feminine | 
ignorance are past, for women | 
today are hitting the financial | 
jackpot—intellectually speak- 
ing—for if current trends con- 
tinue, the American women 
may hold the purse strings of 
American industry. | 

According to a recent survey | 
of shareholders in companies 
reporting, American women 
represent 45 per cent of the to- 
tal shareholders, while in two — 
companies the average is 65 per 
cent. 

This fact Iends impetus to 
the forthcoming repeat perform- 
ance of the Woman’s Finance 
Forum which begins Jan. 31. 

The response to the first 
forum staged last Fall by the | 
Citizens & Southern National | 
Bank, was so great that the 
bank will again present the 
forum as a public service to 
women whether they are home- 
makers or careerists. 

At no time in the nation’s 
history has the knowledge of 
money been of such great im- 
portance. To the homemaker 
who must keep the family budg- 
et as level as possible, knowl- 
edge of finances strikes the 
highest note in the every day | 
song of life. For the woman in 
the business world, the knowl- 
edge of finances has served 
(and {fs serving) as a barometer 
of the nation’s industrial rise. 
Locally, the sales tax bill to be 
discussed before the current ses- 
sion of the Georgia General As- 
sembly, will have a major ef- 
fect on both the homemaker and 
the business woman. | 

It is pointed out, too, that 
women shareholders are show- 
ing more and more active in- 
terest in company affairs and 
particularly in the approach to 
current economic conditions. 

Lack of complete knowledge 
on such phases of everyday life 
as insurance, stocks and bonds, 
investments, will trusts and 
estates, has been a stumbling 
block for women in many in- 
stances. Clearance of this fog of 
misunderstanding is the aim of 
the forthcoming forum.

The neurotic type would start taking care of himself long 
before the ulcers arrived. He enjoys illness. The ulcer man 
hasn’t time for mollycoddling. 


Actually, there are a lot of factors that contribute to any 
collapse, including physical and mental burdens, environmental! 
loads, and sudden shock. Every person is said to have his own 
endurance limit, and when too much strain is added from what- 
ever sources, the final straw is apt to break the back of normalcy. 


In a published study by Drs. A. J. Sullivan and T. E. McKell 
in New Orleans, with 1,000 cases as a test group, it was shown 
that the promoter, the organizer, the manager, the executive who 
cannot seem to Jet up, who will not admit defeat, and who is con- 
tinually striving to excel, who cannot relax or drift with the 
tide . . . is likewise often the ulcer patient. 


The person who holds several jobs at once, takes part in many 
extracurricular activities, civic, political organizations, who neglects 
to take vacations, and spurns long weekends is apt later to be 


seen in the consulting room of his physician complaining of a | 


pain in his stomach, with good reason. 


Put to bed for study, such a person is apt to be absent from | 


his room when the doctor visits him in the hospital. He will prob- 
ably be out promoting a baseball pool or selling candy bars to 
the expectant fathers in the hall. 


“The ulcer patient may be a janitor,” the study opines, 
“but he will be the best janitor in his part of town, and he will 
have made himself invaluable to the tenants of his building 
by doing many things the average janitor would never 
consider.” 


The “ulcer personality” likes people and wants to be liked, 
and is always running for office from a popularity point of view. 
He is continually trying to sell himself and all this works out 
well in his marriage. His type had the highest marriage rate, and 
the lowest divorce rate in a study involving 500 casual victims. 


Women have ulcer personality less frequently than men, and 
when an ulcer is found, they |—- —_——-~ 

are almost always engaged in 
business or a profession. The | 
moment they become house- | 
wives, the ulcers subside, often | 
permanently. Ulcers, the smart- | 
ies, shun the stork. ‘A study of | 
70,000 consecutive expectant || 
mothers revealed only one uicer 
working at its trade. 


The conclusions are obvious. 
To a personnel man choosing 
employees, a history of a pep- 
tic ulcer should be as good as a 
Phi Beta Kappa key, and toa 
woman , .. well, all right, even | 
ulcers say her place is in the 
home.
